Feedlots Are Food Factories 


Now, w ith the approach of fall, 
the endless streams of cattle and 
iambs flow down out of the high summer 
pastures. Last spring’s pigs soon will be 
on the way to market. The sorting lota and 
corrals will soon be busy. 
In the valleys and plains the feedlots begin to 
fill. They dam back some of this fall flood of 
animals . . . You who feed livestock know well 
how important this is. You realize that it helps 
avoid periods of glut and scarcity, by stretching 
out, over months, the time of marketing. You 
know, too, how such year ’round marketing 
serves to lessen big "feast-or-famine” price fluc­ 
tuations. And who should understand better than 
you how the feedlots of America add millions of 
pounds to the nation’s meat supply? 
Feedlots save for the Land much of the fertility 
which the selling of grain crops and hay would take 
out of the land. For example, you sell a steer 
that has gained 500 pounds in your feedlot. You 
are selling off your land only about 1213 pounds 
of nitrogen, 3 pounds of phosphorus, 1 pound of 
potash, which his body has absorbed out of your 
feeds. But suppose you were to sell as cash crops 
the grain and hay which you put into that steer. 
Then you would deplete your soil of about seven 
times as much nitrogen, four times as much phos- 


phorus, and twenty times as much potash. 
Keeping the soil fertile through use of manure 
from livestock is only one factor in judging 
whether ’ feeding” is likely to be a profitable 
venture. There are many others which are being 
constantly studied by individuals, colleges, and 
experiment stations. In every feeding area they 
are trying out new rations, watching costs, plug­ 
ging "leaks,” developing more efficient ft*eding 
techniques. So if you are feeding livestock, or 
are considering it, it may be worth your while 
to consult your county agent, vocational agricul­ 
ture teacher, or state agricultural college. Ask 
them what they have that’s new in up-to-the- 
minute feeding information . . . maybe you’ll find 
some new wrinkle that will lower your costs, in­ 
crease your profit possibilit ies.

WINTER FEEDING AFFECTS SUMMER GAINS 
Summer gains made by yearling steers on graaa vary with 
the am ount of gain made during the previous winter, ac­ 
cording to new data reported by the Oklahoma Agricul­ 
tural Experim ent Station. 
The experiments conducted by the D epartm ent of 
Animal H uabandry there were designed to find an answer 
to this question, 'How much should calve« gain during 
the winter month» in order to make the best use of grass 
the following sum m er?” 
# 
Six lots of choice calves were used in the teat. They 
were fed to gain at three different rate« —high (1.3 pounds

hill safely out of het way. Used extensively in K en­ 
tucky, sloping floors have cu t baby pig Iohmp* to only 
ftne out of thirty, according to W P. (Jnrrigus of the 
U niversity of K entucky. He wrih-H; 
“ C nislung or crippling by brood sows is the chief 
cause of pig fane*. Norm ally, one out of ©very five 
new-liorn pigs is doomed to iw mashed or severely 
crippled by clumsy, aw kw ard brood sows the first 
day or so after farrowing. T his loss to the swim* 
industry adds up to a staggering total. According to 
tin* U nited Stab*« D epartm ent of A griculture, each 
pig killed at farrowing represents a haw of 140 pounds 
of tlie feed consurm d by the sow during the gestation 
and suckling periods. Figuring two pigs killed to the 
litter, this loss in one year alone, 1944, coat hog m en 
75 million dollars. 
' Very little of this trem endous loss needs to be 
tolerated Three years of experim entation and obser­ 
vation of herd tents in K entucky show th a t sows far­ 
rowing on sloping floors raised from one to four pigs 
m ore th an when they farrow**d on level floor*. On 49 
K entucky farms when* record* have been kept, with 
385 litters, an average of only one pig out of 30 far- 
rowed has t**en crushed on sloping floors.” 
The College of A griculture, U niversity of 
Kentucky, I*exington, Ky., has detailed infor­ 
m ation on sloping floors for farrowing pens, 
instructions for building, etc. 


H ere’s an interesting thing to note. 
There is, on an average, more than 
1,000 miles between the point where 
livestock is raised and the point where 
the m eat product» are eaten, largely because of this 
1,000-mile gap* national m eat packers came into being. 
T he small meat packer* buy livestock locally, slaugh­ 
ter and sell m eat in the territory surrounding their 
plants. In addition to this service, nationwide organi­ 
zations are equipped to do another big jo b —and do it 
economically. They perform the nervice of moving 
dressed m eat the long distances from areas of produc­ 
tion to large consuming areas where relatively little live­ 
stock is produced. These areas of great m eat consump­ 
tion and small meat production depend upon nationwide 
m eat packers, like Swift & Company, for a large part of 
their meat products. Luestockpnxiucing areas also de­ 
pend on the large m eat packers, as an outlet for the live­ 
stock their immediate m arket cannot consume. 
M ost livestock producers m arket their livestock at 
only one m arket.
